questions over carefully, not hurriedly, and then answer first those with 
which he is most familiar. Tims the, more difficult arc left to the last and 
at the expiration of the lime allowed the candidate knows that he has done 
his best. It is not necessary to answer the questions' '" lllc or<lc>' in which 
they appear on the paper. Presence of mind counts for a great deal at a 
competitive examination as it enables the candidate to use the knowledge he 
possesses to the very best advantage. 


With the extension of Ihe competitive examination system the young 


man who is welt drilled in the essential branches, who writes a'good hand 
and has a facility for composition, has .ninny opportunities for advance- 
ment. The federal examinations otter great inducement to yo\mg men for 
remunerative positions in various parts of the country; but. only .the candi- 
date who is well drilled, who can show what he knows in intelligent form on 
paper, can hope to win over so many competitors. 


Accuracy is one of Ihe all important points at such examinations. The 


mere adding of a long column of figures is a test at which a great many 
candidates would fail, yet this exercise is very simple and can he easily 
mnslered with practice. The same is true of many other important tests 
quite common in civil service examinations,

Her Husband Nearly Driven 


Insane

Jnjr was a roass of flame?. 


Roos cleared from McCormack, and 


rushed back upstairs Into tho building 
and h? had to be driven to the piazza 
of the house by pnlice officers, He*re- 
fusert to accompany them, but 
when 


forced to leav«\ he jumped from 
the 


pJnzza to tho srron;i»1 intn tho nrms of 
a number of firemen. 


Roos was taken to the home of Dan- 


iel fnrpentor across the^.street and a 
doctor hastily summoned to dress 
the 


wounds on b!s lees and to administer 
sedatives. He was later taken'to the 


home of his mother at 26 High street, 
Lower Mills. 


Burning Trying to Rtscue 


Although he was not able to tell of 


lis experiences in the house, it is be- 
k-ved Roos was bunted in attempting 
a rescue of the wife and infant.

These sovereign powers are confined 
to the construction, maintenance, op- 
oration, sanitation and protection of 
the Canal, but for all practical pur- 
poses iho' "Canal Zono" may bo re- 
garded R3 American territory except 
that tho Panama Government reserves 
the right to establish nt the seaport 
cities custom houses for tho collection 
of duties on #oods destined for us& In 
other portions of tho Republic. Our 
Government could not afford to em- 
bark tn such a hugo undertaking, 
Involving the expenditure Of vast sums 
of money, and ono which If successful 
was of such vital Importanca to our 
trade, our safety «tid our prc-eml- 
nenco in the Western Hemisphere, 
without securing the unconditional 
right to control everything1 that was 
necessary not only for tho construe 
tlon of the Canal but for lla main- 
tenance nnd operation when com- 
pleted. That right has been obtained 
and recognized by tho Powers, and 
the duties and obligations which coma 
with it have been assumed and dis- 
charged upon the same high piano as 
the other responsibilities incident to 
the great work.

comprise- fifty -seven acres, through 
which Hows the beautiful Indian river. 
Here- are tho graves of a Russian mid- 
shipman nnd six sailors and to mark 
the'place, Ex-Governor Brady placed 
several totom polea as a memorial. 


This spot of land, which seems, so 


far away to people of the states, was 
the scene of iho decisive battlo of tho 
Russian conquest of 1804. Here, too, 
was the site of tho former village of 
the Kikslll-j tribe, among tho most 
•warlike- of "the Alaskan Indians. To- 
day, another nation commemorates 
that victory by declaring that the 
placo shall nover be used, but re- 
served aia( a perpetual reminder, of 
Russian daring and bravery. Stand- 
Ing on the spot it does not require 
much Imagination to picture Baranofr, 
tho doughty, founding the original 
town of Sltka and announcing it as 
his capital, tho headquarters of tho 
foremost Russian enterprise on this 
continent. 


As a matter of fact, Baranoft was 


en energetic, somewhat unscrupulous 
and fearless man who for nineteen 
or more years was continuously In the 
front of Alaskan history.
